" of the World, which would run into Confuſion and Ruine from within it 
elf, except he took a courſe to preſerve it. To call and convert, and 
not to keep, but to loſe, had not been to at anſwerably to the glorious 
Name of a Saviour. Since his Manifeſiation in the exerciſe of his Medi- 
atory Office, hefulhilled all Offices in his own Perſon, as Propher, Prieſt, 
and King : After his Aſcenſion, he taught and directed his Church by his 


Spirit, and revealed Will and Laws. The Chriſtian Church had all Power 
within it ſelf, before the Converfion of Emperors,and Civil Potentates3 and 
fince they became Nurfing-Fathers and Nurſing-Mothers, the Church hath 
loſt nothing of her ſpiritual Power by it 3 for the Magiſtrate's Power is not 


and forcible Coertion, had been ſo neceſſary, it had been neceffary to 
convert and ſet up Chriftian Emperors and Kings, armed with a Civil 
Power, as ſoon as he had given Succeſs to his Miniſters, in calling a Church 
out of the World : Yet this is not to be wreſied to this very ConliruQtion 
as if the Church could do as well without a Chriſtian Magiſtrate, as wit 
him. It only pretends to ſhew us, that our Lord Jeſus hath left us Means 
and Dircions, ſufficient for the preſervation of his Chnrch'in Purity and 
Unity 3 and that thoſe Preſcriptions are moſt likely to produce his Ends. 
Three things are pernicious to the Chriftian Church : © (1.) Corruption 
of Doctrine and Hereſy. (2.) Diſunion and Schiſms. (3-) Scandal in 
our Lives and Manners. Our Saviour hath taken care to keep his Church 
from, ox to reform and purge it of all: manner of pernicious Afts and 
Works of Satan and the Fleſh : And it lay upon him ſo to do, more than 
upon the moſt Chriſtian Magiſtrate or Paſtor, becauſe he redeem*d his 
Flock with his own Blcod, and took upon him to be the Head of it, and 
all the Honour he reccives from the World, is from his Church in itz and 
therefore it concerns him ſo to govern his Church, that he may be honoured 
in it and by it. To this cnd the Lord promiſed to ſend his Spirit, who is 
the Spirit of Revelation and Truth, who leads Chriſt's Diſciples into all

Impiety ſhould abound by ſuppreſſing the Deity,

He that 
hath the vilive faculty, deth receive the Lights he that hath: a ſpark of 
right Reaſon, and Inclination to good, finds his Soul kindled with a de-' 
fire to it, and reſolution to have and retain it. The Ignorance of the 
Chriſtian Religion among the Romans, was the cauſe of their Perſecution 
of it,and they did ill to condemn what they knew: not. But all who before 
time hated it, becauſe they knew not what kind of thing it was which 
they had hated, ſimul ut deſinunt ignorare, ceſſent & odifſe, as ſoon as they 
ceaſc to be ignorant of it, they ceaſe to hate it.

nate refuſing to ſacrifice, &c. forbidding Man-ſlaughter, Adultery, 
Fraud, Treachery, and other Wickedneſſes. To which Trajan, from a 
| good reQified Nature, ſent Anſwer, and gave this Order : Hoc genus in= 
quirendos non efſe, i.e. You mult connive at ſuch ; Let not Informers, or 
Accuſers inquire, or ſearch: for them. Upon which 
merciful Decree or Edi&, the learned Voſſius ob- Comment, de Chri- 
ſerves, in this Trajan the Emperor had better ſtianorum Perſecution, 
thoughts of Chriſtians, than thoſe Chriſtians have p. 82. 
who have thought, that not Mahometans only, 
but Chriſtians ſuſpe&ed of Herefie, (hould be brought into the Inquiſition 3 
Mitior in Chriftianos Trajanus, quam ejuſmodi Chriftiani. And truly, as He- 
rely is ſome degrees beyond Nonconformity, a Worm more pervicious to 
Chriſtiavity, than itz ſo Chrittianity was more contrary to the Emperor's 
Religion, :than Nonconformity to ours. From the ſame Juſtice and Cle- 
mency, and Law of Nature, Adrian the Emperor gave order to Granianus 
the Preſident of Afiz ( to whom it ſeemed-unjutt to deſtioy the Chriltians 
for no Crime, and'being unhear'd, to fatify the Clamors of the People 3 
That they ſhould be puniſhed, if they committed any thing againſt the 
Laws: which as the ſame great Man G.V. expounds,is meant, 
not if they. did any thing againſt the Laws of the twelve Tbid, p. 8g. 
Tables, which:forbid the bringing in of any new Gods3 
but, non efſe animadvertendum in Chriſtians, niſi fint facinorofi 3 the Chriſtians 
- might not be puniſhed, except they. were great Offenders, or guilty of 
Sedition.

2, The Perſecutors of Religion have been conſirained by a FiQi-n of 
Calumny, to oppreſs the Religious, as impi-us, avd the holy Servants of 
Chriſt, as prophanc, and ſediiious, dangerous Pixfons 3 or <He they could 
not draw our cheir Anger and Enmity againli them, nor excicif: 1t with 
any Authority and Approbation : this is true from our Saviour's Sufferings, 
as an Enemy to Ceſar, and a Deliroyer of the Temple, tiroughout the days 
of the Apoliles, and all Ages to: this very time. Jews, Heathens, and 
Papiſts have feigned, and imagin=<d Cauſes of the unjuſt Sufferings of the 
Saints of God, The Hiſtory of the New-Teſtzment ſhews this; the 
Writings of the Fathers in their Ap-logics ſhcw it, who clcar the Chrifti- 
ans from the ſhamelcſs Slanders of Incelt, eatiog Infants,'and Arheiſm, and 
the fouleſi of Sins. And the bloody Papiſts have invented Covers for 
their Cru: Ities: Firſt, they brand us for Hereticks, and then they barn 
4 us and to put a Grace upon this foul Work, who are fitteit to make and 
E blow the Fire, and mark out the Branches in Chriſt for it, than the 
$ Friers, the Religious Orders, who profeſs a PerfeRtion of Religion. And 

as if the Laws of Princes were too foft and gentle, theſe Clementie Magt- 

fri, Maſters or Teachers of Clemency, ( as Eraſnme calls them ) are 
fiery to a third degree, above the hotteſt of them. ' I wiſh I could flop here, 
but I cannot, except wilfully heedlefs, but obſerve, how ſome'in this Age 
do temper their Spirits in the very Fire, whet their Tongues, and draw
